“records.” The Irish people are be- 
ginning at last to turn their minds to 
essentials. - They realise that the future 
of this country depends, not on politics 
or exaggerated nationalism, but on its 
staple industry. Matentoare holds the 
key to Irish prosperity. While it is 
neglected there can be no real progress ; 
when it is tackled seriously, and in a 
scientific way, its possibilities will become 
almost incalculably great. The matter 
was discussed at some length at a meetinz 
in: Dublin” yesterday of delegates from 
the County Committees of Agriculture 
throughout the Free State. Naturally 
enough, in view of the import duties 
which have been imposed on manufactured 
goods, the farmers are anxious to secure 
some measure of protection for their 
industry, and there was an almost 
unanimous demand for a tariff on im- 
ported barley for malting purposes. A 
topic of more immediate importance, how- 
ever, is that of a subsidy for agriculture, 
which was mentioned by Mr. J. J. Bergin, 
of Athy. According to Mr. Bergin, the 
Free State Government is contemplating a 
subsidy of £1,000,000 to be given next 
year to the farmers. This grant, he says, 
will be used for the encouragement of 
tillage in the Free State. It is a well- 
known fact that tillage has declined very 
seriously during recent years, and we are 
importing large quantities of food-stuffs 
which could be produced at home with 
ease. In order to remedy this unsatis- 
factory condition of affairs the Ministry 
for Lands and Agriculture proposes to 
give a grant of £3 for every acre by which 
tillage is increased over the figures for 
the present year. 

The question of increased tillage, of 
course, is of the highest importance. The 
Free State last year had an adverse trade 
balance of nearly £17,000,000. Its imports 
are increasing as its exports fall, and the 
only hope that the country has of re- 
adjusting the balance is by the develop- 
ment of tillage pari passu with the better 
organisation of the live-stock export trade. 
Subsidies always are dangerous things 
with which to experiment; but, un- 
doubtedly, the Free State farmers have 
a better claim to the public money than 
some of the industries which the taxpayer 
is being forced to subsidise through the 
medium of import duties. Mr. Bergin 
spoke strongly yesterday against the idea 
of a subsidy on tillage in the form 
which, he declares, the Government has in 
mind. If his statement be accurate, a 
farmer who never had tilled any of his 
land would get a considerable subsidy if he 
should start tillage next year, while the 
man who has been tilling throughout the 
lean years, and losing money in the 
process, would be penalised, There is 
much to be said for this argument; but 
the main thing is to get tillage under 
weigh. In 1851 Ireland had 500,000 
acres of land under wheat; to-day it has 
only 184,000 acres. Obviously, if wheat 
could be grown seventy years ago, it can 
be grown equally well now; but the 
mass producfion of other grain-raising 
countries has reduced prices to such an 
extent that wheat-growing in the Free 
State has almost ceased to be an 
“economic proposition.” Wheat, how- 
ever, is not the only crop that can be 
grown in Ireland, and there is no doubt 
that, even. without a subsidy, tillage could 
be increased with enormous advantage. 

Tillage is only part of the general 
economic problem with which the Free 
State is confronted. Another extremely 
important part is transport. If the farmer 
grows more produce, he must have better 
facilities for its transport to the best and 
nearest market, which, in the case of the 
Free State, is Great Britain. The efficient 
co-ordination of transport by road, rail 
and sea is a prime essential of any 
economic revival in this country; and we 
are glad to note that this aspect of the 
problem is not being forgotten. The 
Minister for Local Government, at a meet- 
ing of County Surveyors in Dublin yes- 
terday, laid stress on the importance of 
good roads; but, unfortunately, his 
scheme for a better system seems still 
to be awaiting the sanction of the Minister 
for Finance. A subsidy to the farmers 
will be of little avail if it is not accom- 
panied, or even preceded, by an exhaustive 
transport policy. The demand for a special 
commission is very reasonable. Every day 
the railways are losing more money and 
the roads are. falling into worse repair. 
In some counties excellent work is being 
done, and in the City of Dublin the Com- 
missioners have worked wonders-; but 
without proper co-ordination the pest 
efforts will be doomed to failure. Good 
roads, cheap and efficient railway and 
steamship services, and a well organised 
system of motor transport in the remoter 
parts of the country would be worth any 
number of subsidies to the farming com- 
munity. Nothing can be done, however, 
without a central authority, which will 
work in the closest touch with the 
Ministry for Lands and Agriculture. The 
Free State is virtually an undeveloped 
country, judged by modern standards. 
Tillage, live-stock raising and the scorés 
of industries which are allied to agri- 
culture.never have had a proper chance ;

Tangier. This demand has not been 
granted. ‘Thus. we have what at first sight 
would appear to be a complete deadlock. 
While, however, there is no question of 
making a separate peace, there is no doubt 
that Riffan emissaries are in communica- 
tion with the Marquis de Estella, while 
General Pétain has returned to Paris 
in order to urge the sending of at 
least one, and possibly two; divisions to 
strengthen General Naulin, who has 
already more than a hundred thousand 
troops under his command. Whether this 
indicates that Spain is anxious for peace, 
while France thinks war essential, it 1s 
impossible to say; but, whichever be the 
case. time is a crucial factor in the 
situation. Campaigning in the roadless 


mountains’ is impossible for regular 


line troops in the torrential down- 
pour of a Moroccan autumn, and the 
autumn begins in the latter half of 
September. Apparently it is Abdel 
Krim’s policy to play a waiting game ; 
but he, too, has his difficulties. Like his 
adversaries, he is in command of a force 
which is by no means homogeneous, and 
he finds. it very difficult to control his 
scattered tribesmen. Furthermore, he has 
promised to capture Fez, and he has failed 
signally to redeem his promise. It is 
probable, therefore, that he is sincere 
in his oft-repeated desire for peace. 
Meanwhile, hostilities confine them- 
Selves to the question of moral. The 
Riffs have secured some aeroplanes—said 
to be under the command of a famous 
German airman—while the French have 
landed artillery and tanks. No serious 
use has been made of either, and, indeed, 
no major operations of any description are 
expected. With all parties sincerely 
anxious for peace, it is extremely likely 
that the beginning of October will see the 
end of French anxieties in Morocco. 


City Plans. 


“- Had Wren been permitted to have his 
way, says Mr. G. Topham Forrest, in 
The World To-day, “ the City of London, 
as regards the. width of its thoroughfares 
and general lay-out, would hava compared 
favourably with any city in America.” 
Selfishness and stupidity prevented the 
greatest of England’s architectural masters 
from rebuilding London after the Great 
Fire as he desired, and now the reconstruc- 
tion of London has become a necessity and 
a tremendous problem: The London 
County Council recently sént Mr. Forrest 
to the United States to report on the con- 
struction and control of buildings and 
other matters relating to urban develop- 
ment in that country; for England must 
learn to-day from Ameriva the lesson that 
Wren would fain have taught. Mr. Forrest 
gives a summary of the recommendations 
which he has made to the authorities 
in London. He advises wider streets, to 
be brought about by giving permission for 
the erection of buildings reaching a height 
of 120 feet—roughly, the marinium height 
which the best, American-opinion regards 
as safe as to engineering and consistent 
with traffic needs. He recommends apart- 
ment houses on the American pattern as 5 
partial remedy for the slums, and the 
erection of standardised wooden dwellings as 
a temporary relief to.congestion. Mr. Forrest 
would check the spread of illuminated 
advertisements on buildings, but he praises 
the external lighting of buildings which 
beautifies New York by night—and which 
has been copied already in Belfast in the 
illumination of the City Hall. The re- 
building of Dublin proceeds in haphazard 
fashion. Is it not time that the Free 
State Government or the City Commis- 
sioners should take such steps to bring 
to the local problem the experience of the 
New World, and to devise a far-reaching 
plan of development ? 


White Wings. 


What sport offers so majestic a spectacle 
as a yacht race? As the white wings, 
burnished by the sun, sweep over our blue 
waters, we behold a nervous strength that 
seems, not artificial, but living, like that 
of a racehorse. The King, whose seaman- 
ship marks him the true monarch of an 
island race, has sailed this week in many 
races at Cowes in his own Britannia, 
and the contest for His Majesty’s Cup has 
been followed by an enthusiastic public. 
It would be a sad consequence of the pass- 
ing of sailing ships if the sport of yacht- 
ing should decline ; but this year’s interest 
in the events at Cowes shows that it never 
was higher in popular favour than now. 
If. taste in sport is an index of character, 
the Americans have shown themselves. 
authentic children of these islands in their 
cultivation of the yachtsman’s hobby. The 
racing schooner Westward, built in 
America, has sailed with the great cutters 
in the chief contests of the week, and it js 
an American challenge that prompted the 
organisation of an ocean race to be held in 
British and Irish waters later in this 
month. Their spacious waters, or the 
national lave of largeness, caused American 
sportsmen to develop long-distance racing, 
and a new type of yacht, schooner-rigged, 
has been built in trans-Atlantic yards for 
heavy seas and extended. journeys. On 
August 15th an ocean race on the American 
model is to start from Ryde, sailing to 
the Fastnet, Rock, off the Cork coast, and 
returning. to Plymouth, where the com- 
peting craft are expected to cross the line 
about August 20th. The passage thus will 
cover some six hundred miles. With favour- 
able weather conditions, this race should 
prove one of the most interesting sporting 
events of our time. We may hope that xt 
will lead to a growth of long-distance 
racing in our island waters.

Rumoured Tax on Beer. 


In the Lobby to-day one rumour was 
discussed with more animation than any 
other.

Churchill, to raise the money for coal 
subsidy, had decided on an addition of a 
penny a pint to the price of beer. It was 
impossible to obtain any confirmation or 
denial of this story, but I am inclined to 
think that it had its rise in the fact that 
a penny a pint off the duty on beer means 
a loss of twenty million pounds to the 
Exchequer and that a penny a pint on the 
duty means a gain of twenty million 
pounds—the amount Mr. Churchill is said 
to be seeking. It was suggested that, 
since trade unionism is to benefit by the 
subsidy, if was only reasonable that it 
should bear the brunt of the burden. Any 
increase in the beer duty, however, would 
be extremely unpopular, and it is unlikely 
that the Government will propose an addi- 
tion to what is already a considerable 
impost. 


Thursday's Debdate. 


A White Paper dealing with the coal 
subsidy is to be ready to-morrow afternoon 
in preparation for the debate on Thursday 
afternoon, so that members may be pre 
vided with the information which at 
present is lacking. The Order Paper of 
the House of Commons is studded with 
questions on the subject. One member 1s 
anxious to know whether the necessary 
money will be raised by a special tax, 
while anothér suggests that the Coal Com- 
mission should inquire into the reasonable- 
ness of the charges added to coal by 
merchants, factors and agents. Yet 
another asks whether miners actually out 
of work owing to the closing down of pits 
will now be given work. 


The Prime Minister. 


The Prime Minister, who had intended 
to pay a visit to Canada during the recess, 
has altered his mind, and he will spend a 
good deal of time during the autumn at 
his country home in Worcestershire. At 
intervals he “will take part in the > cam- 
paign to be undertaken by the Conserva- 
tives throughout the country. The events 
of the past few weeks seem to have left 
their mark upon the Prime Minister; for 
ha has cast aside that light-hearted and 
gay air that usually distinguished his 
appearance in the House of Comméns and 
looks quite stern and gloomy.

Mackenzie King, the Prime Minister, in 
a speech yesterday at his native place, 
Kitchener, Ontario. 

He referred to His Majesty’s definition 
of the British Empire as “a community 
of nations,’’ and said that Canada had 
all that any nation required in the matter 
of free government—even more than most, 
and a much-to-be-envied political associa- 
tion with other nations of similar aims 
and ideals. 

“I dismiss as unworthy," he said, “ any 
change which contemplates breaking up 
our confederation.’ 

He deprecated the talk regarding a divi- 
sion of the Dominion into Canada West 
and Canada East, and, adverting to he 
possibility of the annexation of Canada 
to the United States, said: “I believe 
Canadians are concerning themselves with 
such a possibility to about the same extent 
that the United States is concernirg itself 
with annexation to the British Empire. 
Save as an instrument of political pro- 
paganda to discredit political opponents, 
annexation is not thought of much in 
Canada to-day. But, were it regarded 
seriously, I myself should oppose the idea 
with all the power at my command.” 

Mr. Mackenzie King explained that he 
did not regard the American people with 
a feeling other than respect, but he con- 
sidered that Canada and the United States 
were better off as separate entities.—

INSPECTION UNIT OPENED 
IN DUBLIN, 


—-_-o—_———- 


The inspection unit whic was promised 
to be established at Dublin for the in- 
spection of intending emigrants to the 
United States of America was opened at 
54 Lower Abbey street yesterday, when 
about sixty persons who desired visas 
presented themselves for examination. 

The hardships borne by emigrants who 
arrived at their destination only to be turned 
back on the ground of inadmissibility led to 
a consideration of means to obviate the dis- 
appointment of those seeking a home in the 
“ New World.”’ 

Ultimately, as the result of a conference 
between representatives of Great Britain, the 
Irish Free State and the United States of 
America, — was given to set up these 
units, and conduct the medical examinations 
on this side of the water. and now there are 
seven of them in existence, three being in Ire- 
Jand—one in Dublin, one in Belfast, and one in 

ueenstown. Similar centres have been estab- 
lished in London, Liverpool, Southampton 
and Glasgow. . 

The units have been established by the 
United States Medical Division of the Ameri- 
ean Consulate-General, and medica! examina- 
tions are made at these places for American 
passport endorsement or visa in lieu of. ex- 
amination at the ports of arrival. 

Persons who submit themselves to these ex- 
aminations successfully are ‘ manifested” 
separately on the ship's passenger list, and are 
given special consideration at the port of 
arrival, where, of course, they are subject to 
cursory inspection. This arrangement, it is 
hoped, will tend considerably to reduce the 
hardships attendant on deportation at ports 
‘of entry, and promote amity between the 
countries concerned, > 
_ The Dublin unit for medical examination is 
in charge of a medical officer of the United 
States Public Health Service, which is charged 
by law with the examination of emigrants ut 
ports of arrival. The premises have been got 
ready hurriedly, but all the fundamental and 
necessary equipment for the purpose for which 
they have been acquired is installed, and it is 
understood that an average of sixty persons a 
day can be dealt with. 

hose presenting themselves yesterday 
looked a healthy lot of young men and women. 
They seemed bright and cheerful, and nothing 
but the most favourable comménts were heard 
of the courtesy which they received during 
their visit. 

An inspector is also attached to the unit, 
whose duty, it is understood, lies. in the in- 
pape and application of the emigration 
aws. ' 

It is advisable to repeat the advice of the 
United States Consul-General in Dublin, Dr. 
C. M. Hathaway, that intending emigrants 
should not wind up their affairs at home until 
they have satisfied themselves that they can 
obtain the necessary passports and visas, in 
view of the big number of rejections that there 
are every year.

The Press 
was very helpful to them in making this a 
live problem, and he was grateful for the 
help which they had given. 

At the same time, he wished to sound a 
note of warning that it was: a dangerous 
thing to exaggerate the bad condition of the 
roads in the country. They were very 
anxious to develop the tourist traffic, and if 
reports were read that their roads were in a 
bad. condition tourists might not be anxious 
to come. .They had enemies who were 
anxious to exaggerate any weakness they 
had, and he thought that the weakness in 
the matter of roads had been exaggerated out 
of all proportion. 

They inherited a very difficult problem in 
their roads. The foundations were not too good 
and were never intended to bear the traffic 
which they had to carry at present. For 
eight years they had been without repairs, or 
with repairs of no real consequence, and after 
these years of use and abuse the county sur- 
veyors had tackled the problem very well. 

He did not think that any country in 
Europe had had its roads reconditioned to 
such an extent and in such a short space of 
time as in Ireland. The Government had 
given some very large grants to enable that 
to be done, and they ha’ expended more 
money last year than for many previous 
years in the country. Were it not for the 
loyal co-operation of the surveying staffs 
throughout the various counties it would 
have bais impossible to bring these roads to 
anything like their present condition. 

tenerally. speaking, it was not easy 
to say whether the old contract system or 
the direct labour scheme was the better 
for maintaining their roads. In some cases 
the contract system had broken down, and 
in other cases the direct labour system had 
not given the best results. In recent years 
the new system of road construction d 
been taken up by big contracting firms, 
the work on the whole had: been very 
ciently carried .out. 

In Cork, Limerick, and Dublin they 
roads made by these contracting firms, an 
these would bear comparison with those in 
any city in the world. He hoped. that these 
firms. would continue to help in carrying out 
work of this kind, 

MINISTRY'S PROPOSAL. 

Having dealt with the’ recent legislation | 
for the. improvement: of roads under the 
Local Government Act, Mr. Burke. said 
that . the County Surveyor had a 
very difficult time, and very complicated pro- 
blems, which were all the more complicated 
by the little that had been done to the roads. 
in the preceding years, and by the fact that it 
was ‘not. always easy to get the requisite 
money. The Ministry of Local Government 
had put forward. proposals to the Ministry for 
Finance to try to realise over £3,000,000 for 
a road improvement scheme to last three 


ears. 

If; and when, that proposal was sanctioned 
he. believed that it would be very helpful.

‘NORTHERN MEMBER'S 
~ SUGGESTION. 


_ When the Irish Labour Party and Trade 
Union Congress was. res yeste ‘in 
Newry; Mr. Thomas Johnson, General re- 
tary, continued the debate on the industrial 
situation and unemployment. i ; 

The proposed conference with employers 
was not, he said, to discuss lower wages or 
longer hours, but rather’ how to stimulate 
industry: They “were not going in on. the 
assumption that for all time the. present 
system of organisation of industry and the 
methods of» division of ‘profits. would remain 
as a result of the conference. It might be 
possible to arrive at somé kind of matual co- 
operation for the condact of industry, and a 
more equitable distribution of the products 
of industry. 

In reference to unempioyment, he said that 
he was not able to blame the Northern Go- 
vernment or the Free State Government for 
not finding ‘in three ‘years a cure for unem- 
ployment. Other Governments with longer 
experience and greater opportunities had not 
arrived at a solution or cure of the evil after 
many times three years, The Free State 
Government had had terrible problems to face 
in the past three years, and they did not 
blame them, but jthey said that they had a 
right to expect that the Free State Govern- 
ment would maintain the heritage of social 
Legislation that was in existence when the 
Free State Government was. set up. Laws 
| relating to property had been maintained, 
but in social legislation. they had lost a 
fundamental position, and they would be 
justified in fighting for it to the utmost to 
mó it re-established, 

The one solid victory coming to the work- 
ing classes out of the European War’ was 
the acknowledgment.on the part of the 
country of responsibility towards unemployed 
workmen, a responsibility extending beyond 
contracted-for insurance, Not withstanding 
almost pathetic appeals that the extended in- 
surance provision should be maintained, they 
had now arrived at a sition whereby 


were available for unemployed men, and they 
would have now a growiug number of men 
out of employment, without any right to 
call on the national community for main- 
tenance, even in a limited degree. ff they 
allowed the position taken up by the Fre. 
State Government to continue, and if they 
could mot secure re-acknowledgnent cf the 
obligation ef the central governing authority 
to provide means for maintaring the avem- 
ployed workers, then the whole movement 
might be destroyed and might be unworthy 
of continuance, and the workmen of Ireland 
would be disinherited slaves in their own 
land. 

AN AGITATION IN THE NORTH. 

Mr. William M'Mullen, M.P., Belfast, said 
that a conference as now proposed was held 
in Belíast, and he challenged the Minister 
of Labour for Northern Ireland that not one 
single person got employment as a result of 
that conference. Throwing out that chatterze, 
he would ask was there any good having a 
similar conference in the Free State? | He 
saw no hope for the linen or shipbuilding in- 
dustries under present conditions. In Ulster 
they were, going to get up agitation to force 
the hands of the Government, and if the Free 
State delegates would take any advice from 
him he would say: “Go thou and do like- 
wise.” (Applause. ) 

Mr. J. M Cooke, Railway Clerks, Belfast, 
said that he did not think the suggested con- 
ference would do any good. 

Mr. T. Irwin, Plasterers, Dublin, criticised 
members of the Dail in their attitude to the 
question under discussion, and particularly 
Mr. Good. 

Mr. W. Davin, Railway Clerks, Kings 
town, urged the necessity of increasing agri- 
cultural labour. 

WORK FOR 160,000. 

Mr. A. Heron, Dublin, on behalf of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union, 
moved a resolation calling upon the two Go- 
vernments in Ireland to immediately promote 
legislation to provide work’ under trade union 
conditions or maintenance at full trade union 
wages. for all workers. There were, he said, 
not less than 60,000 unemployed in Ulster and 
100,000 unemployed in the Free State. The 
Free ‘State Government had told them that 
the solution lay with the employers and 
workers, and not with the State. Was not 
the State the originator of all the great 
schemes, such as the Shannon scheme, and 
where else conid the péople go to get, work? 

Mr. . J. Hughes . (Irish Transport and 
General. Workers’ Union, Kilrush) seconded. 

An addendum ‘calling for standardised 
wages in relief schemes was moved by Mr. 
Robert Tvnan, Municinal Workers, Dublin, 
and’ secénded by Mr. Thomas Lawler, Mani- 
cipal. Employes, Dublin. 

On a vote the addendum was rejected by 
84 to 21. The resolution was declared passed. 


WORK FOR UNEMPLOYED. 
Heron next moved a-resolution call- 
ing upon the National Executive to take 
immediate steps to initiate a movenren, 
throughout the whole country for the pur- 
pose ‘of bringing pressure upon the respon- 
sible authorities to provide such work ot 
maintenance for the unemployed, and that 
arrangements be made for the co-operation 
of the Labor’ members of the Free State 
and the Northern Parliament in the cam- 
ign. The workers, he said, had come to 
the conclusion that all political parties were 
fio use to them, and there was no way out 
of staryation for them, If they were driven 
to physical force no member of that Con- 
gress could blame them for it. It was time 
they in the Labour movement recognised 
their responsibilities and saw that if an 
agitation did not take place it would not 
be their. fault. 

Miss L. Bennett, Women Workers, Dub- 
lin, ‘proposing an amendment, said it was 
time the Labour Party put forward definite 
and practical proposals to solye the problem. 

Mr, T. Ryan, Transport: Workers, Water- 
ford, said the unemployed had been left en- 
tirely on their own, and the Congress was 
to blame for it. 

Mr. Larkin, Distributive Workers, Water- 
ford, said the Free State Minister of Agri- 
culture at election time had promised a meat 
factory for Waterford. “When the people 
followed the scheme up the Government. de- 
nied responsibility; and said it was a private 
scheme. That was going on all over the 
Free State. It was these things they wanted 
stopped.

R. BALDWIN’S followers have not 

, recéived his proposal to subsidise the 
mining industry with open dtnis. Some of 
them regard it coldly and others openly 
oppose it. : | 

In the meantime, Mr. Churchill's esti. 
mate that a redtiction of a penny a pint 
in the beer tax would mean an annual loss 
of £20,000.000 appears to have suggested 
that the mining subsidy might be financed 
by the imposition of another penny in the 
pint of beer. 

It is argued that the revenue thus 
realised would give the actual sum that 
Mr. Churchill needs. The advocates of the 
increased tax forget, however, that the 
higher cost might seriously diminish the 
demand for. beer, and that, whereas a 
penny off the pint would mean a certain 
loss of £20,000,000, there is no guarantee 
that the proposed addition of a penny 
would swell the revenue by twenty 


millions. 
LICENSED TRADE OUTSPOKEN. 


The mere suggestion seems to have alarmed 
the licensed trade. Mr. Allan F. Belsher, 
Chairman of the Licensed Victuallers’ Central 
Protection Society of London, discussed the 
subject yesterday without reserve. “1 
seemed to him to be a new. economic idea 
that one trade should be asked to provide 
money to enable any Government to make 
arrangements for the stabilisation of anothet 
industry. The licensing trade and _ its 
customers were already paying far too great 
a proportion of the taxation of the country, 
and it was scandalous to suggest that the 
trade could pay any more.” 


LOBBY OPINION. 

In the lobby of the House of Commons 
opinion yesterday was hostile to the sug- 
gestel increase in the tax on beer. . Mr. 
MacKenzie Livingstone, one of the Radical 
group, however, said that a tax on beer would 
be better for the country than a tax on the 
whole of the people. ‘‘If you must ask the 
taxpayer to subsidise the coal industry,” he 
added, ‘‘the money must be found, and | 
can think of few less objectionable taxes for 
the purpose than one. on beer.” Colonel 
Watts Morgan. Labour representative of East 
Rhondda; condemned the suggestion. “bet 
them try it on,” he, said. “The country 
would come to a dead stop. Put it on the 
suver tax.” 

Sir Arthur Holbrook’s\opinion was that an 

increased tax on beer would cause much 
trouble and a tremendous outcry. “The 
question which all the working men in my 
constituency ask me continually,” he raid, 
is, ‘can’t you reduce the price of beer and 
tobacco 7?” 
1 would rather see the Ministries of Mines 
and Labour abolished altogether and save 
the money in that way. Why is Mr. Barnes 
paid fifteen hundred pounds a vear as Labour 
Adviser to the Ministry of Mines if he is 
unable to stop this dispute? ”’ 

Mr. George Pilcher, Unionist member for 
Falmouth and Secretary of the Parliamentary 
Commercial Group also thought that it would 
be preferable to save the necessary money 
by drastic departmental economies, and, 
where possible, by the consolidation of re. 
dundant departments with others, Mr. John 
Baker, Labour member for Bilston, while in 
favour of taxing luxuries rather than neces- 
saties, yet considered that, since the income 
of the working classes had gone down in 
relation to that.of others in the last few 
years, income tax and super tax were “fairer 
sources from which to obtain the money re- 
quired, 

Mr. Herbert Williams, Unionist. Reading, 
thought that it should be brought home. to 
everyone that a subsidy means taxation. 
He would prefer a penny on tea, a penny 
on income tax, and a penny on tobacco. 
Mr. Hayday, Labour; said that he should 
advise working men to boycott beer 
altogether, and so bring about a loss of 
révenue which: would ‘compel the Government 
to take the added tax off again, while Mr. 
Lansburv's suggestion was that the tax 
should be imposed, not on beer, but on 
champagne and suver tex. 

' ATTITUDE OF PARTIES. . 

The Press Association states that the 
Unionist Industrial Committee of the House 
of Commons, at a special meeting yesterday. 
discussed the proposed subsidy for the relief 
of the mining industry. Commander Eyres 
Monsell, the Chief Government ‘Whip, was 
present. Considerable difference 6f opinion 
was manifested, and misgivings were expressed 
regarding the precedent set up: but it is 
understood that the members of the Committee 
generally will support the action of the 
Government in to-day’s debate. 

The Liberal Party, at their meeting, de- 
gided to oppose the subsidy, and Mr. Lloyd 
George and Sir John Simon will be their 
spokesmen. 

For the Labour Party, who naturally 
approve the subsidy, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, 
Mr. Clynes, Mr. Smillie and Mr. Varley will 
speak.

POSSIBLE EFFECTS OF THE 
SUBSIDY.

Mr. Willington—If you are, suggesting a 
duty on foreign barley I suggest that there be 
a rebate given on beer made from Irish 
barley. 

Mr. James Brophy—It is evident that a-tax 
must be put on foreign barley and malt. 

Mr. R: Brennan said that the only way to 
get the right price for barley, owing to rings, 
was to try Gad geosránnal it inte a good, suitable 
foodstuff.’ He tried an experiment. He 
dropped giving milk to calves when they were 
four weeks old, and gave then barley meal 
and water, and during his time he never had 
better calves. He was using from 80 to 100 
barrels of barley a year for feeding purposes. 

Mr. Hipwell agreed that barley was an ex- 
cellent foodstuff, but farmers needed cash ‘for 
their barley. 

Mr. J. W. Young said that in seeking for a 
tariff on barley they were not asking. the 
country to pay the tariff, but they were ask- 
ing the people who had a monopoly to give 
them a faw price for the barley. During the 
last few years Messrs. Guinness increased 
their capital by 50 per cent., and now they 
had declared a dividend of 32 per cent., free 
of tax, on the increased capital. 

The first class barley, . which © the small 
farmer grew; was his bank, and he got ready 
money for it in the autumn. Foreign barley 
growers had a continuous amount of fine 
weather; they had . cheap labour; it was 
grown in India and Algiers at about one-sixth 
of the cost which it took to produce in Ire- 
land; and the ocean freight was enormously 
less than the railway freight. If they were 
to have a demand for their malting barley 
they should get protection for it. This would 
give more employment to labour at home. 

IMPORTED GRAIN.

VANISHING WHEAT. 

The Chairman said that in 1851 they had 
half a million acres of wheat, whereas in 1918 
they had only 184,000 acres. The 1851 figure 
showed that wheat was grown in Ireland and 
could still be grown. It was for them to find 
out what became of the wheat grown in 1851. 
They had eight million people to consume it 
then, instead of four million people now; but 
the fact remained that they had half a million 
acres suitable for growing wheat. 

It was a ridiculous thing in an oat-growing 
country to see the imports of oats every year, 
most of which found its way to a loxury. in: 
dustry. The trouble was that more oats were 
put on the market in the autumn than the 
market could absorb, so that prices tumbled. 
only to soar again the following spring and 
summer, to the advantage of the men who 
had sufficient capital to enable them to buy 
in the autumn the farmers’ supplies at prices 
below the cost of production. 

A carefully considered scheme of tariffs 
would drive info this market an entirely new 
class of buyer. 

He was not satisfied that the duty on barley 
per se would have the desired effect, because 
the monopoly would willingiy pay the import 
duty and recoup themselves by reducing the 
home prices accordingly ; but there were ways 
and means of countering this, and it would pro- 
bably be dealt with by the Committee. The 
Government were giving attention to increased 
tillage, and a scheme was being considered— 
a schem> which would be launched in the 
country soon—in onnection with the matter. 

SUBSIDY NOT SATISFACTORY. 

A sum of over a million pounds had been 
mentioned, if not actually earmarked, as 
being made available next year,*to be given 
in the form of a subsidy, in the way of £3 
an acre for every acre of increased tillage 
over tae 1925 acreage. 

He thought that a protest should be 
registered against that, as it would mean 
that the farmer who since 1921 gave up 
tillage would get £3 for every -acre he tilled 
next year, while the farmer who tilled regu- 
larly during these “ears, even at a loss, would 
only get £35 an acre on the increase over the 
1925 tillage. i 

This showed the lack of knowledge of 
farming matters of the average man in power, 
and it showed the importance of a conference 
to consider carefully schemes to be submitted 
te the Government.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesaday. 

The House of Commons was: given over to 
the Scottish Estimates to-day, and the 
Englishman on sueh occagjons is tareful to 
remain outside, so that the Scots may settle 
their own affairs undisturbed.

The party, which is being con- 
ducted by Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Pieter @ 
van B. Stewart-Bam, was met by several re- 
presentatives of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
headed by Dr. Hinchcliff, senior inspector of 
the Department. 

' We are very glad to have the opportunity 
of visiting the Irish Free State,” said one of 
the visitors to an /rish Times representative, 
“and though our stay here is a very short 
one we feel that we will enjoy ourselves very 
much.” 

From the station the visitors were driven 
in motors to city hotels, and at 1 p.m. were 
conducted to the Royal Albert Agricultural 
College, Glasnevin, for lanch. They were re- 
ceived here by Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, 
Minister of External Affairs; Senator Sir 
Nugent Everard, Senator Linehan, President 
of the Irish Farmers’ Union; Senator Sir John 
Keane, Senator R. A. Butler, F. J. Meyrick, 
Recretary, Ministry of Agriculture; Mr. I. J. 
Egan, T.D.; Professor Drew, Albert College ; 
Professor Wilson, Mr. E. Doyle, T.D.; Mr. 
R. A. Anderson, Secretary, 1.A.0.8., and a 
number of inspectors from the Department of 
Acriculture. 

IRELAND AND SOUTH AFRICA. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, in extending a 
hearty welcome to the visitors, said that one 
of the bonds of union between South Africa 
and the Free State was that the principal 
Industry in both was farming. Those of them 
in the Free State who were not farmers lived 
on farms, “and those of us who do not,” 
added Mr. Fitzgerald, “do not count.” 
(Laughter. ) 

The constitutional positions of the two 
countries, the Minister continued, were the 
same. He believed that there was a unity 
of interest between the two peoples, and he 
believed that on their present visit the South 
African farmers would be able to learn some- 
thing from the farmers of the Bree State. 

Mr. Meyrick having welcomed the visitors 
on behalf of the Ministry of Agriculture, Mr. 
J. P. Kleynhans, of Pretoria, thanked the 
speakers for their words of “ kindly welcome.” 
Although they had been in Ireland but a very 
little while he and his fellow-farmers had 
already learned much. They had learned, for 
instance, that they should breed stock, and that 
the rotation of crops was the best way of 
maintaining the fertility of the soil. hey 
were glso convinced of the necessity for a 
better understanding between Ireland and 
South Africa. They believed that the farmer 
was the backbone of the country, and they 
knew that if the farmer was prosperous the 
rest of the country was prosperous. They 
also knew that if the Department of Agricul- 
ture was sympathetic towards them that De- 
partment was a friend, and not merely a 
department. The reason that they were mak- 
ing progress in South Africa was because they 
had a sympathetic Government, a Govern- 
ment that meant-much to them, not because 
it was a “ brainy ” one, but because it was 4 
Government with a soul to feel what the 
people required. (Applause. ) 

IRELAND'S TROUBLES. 

Sir Stewart Bain, in associating himself 
with the remarks of the last speaker, ob- 
served that they had come from one part of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations to visit 
a sister nation in another part. The people 
of South Africa had. always had a great. re- 
gard for the people of Ireland, because they 
knew how much the people of Ireland had 
done to help them to build up their country. 

“We know your troubles,” he declared, 
*‘and we are not going to interfere with 
them. You can settle your own affairs, and 
settle them among yourselves as we had to 
do.” He thought that more people should 
come to South Africa from Ireland. They 
would be coming to a home from home, and 
that was the idea of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. ( Applause. ) 

After lunch the visitors inspected the Home 
Model Farms in the neighbourhood, and then 
proceedde to Straffan, and spemt some time 
on Mr. Bertram H. Barton’s farm, where they 
saw some fine shorthorn herds. They re- 
turned to Dublin in the evening. 

To-day they will be the guests of the Royal 
Dublin Society at the Horse Show, and will 
leave for London by the evening mail boat 


from Kingstown.

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INTERVIEW WITH JUDGE 
HOGARTY. 

Among the passengers írom New York and 
Boston who landed irom the White Star liner 
Cedric on Sunday night were Mr. Justice 
William F. Hogarty, of the Supreme Court of 
New York State, and his mother, Mrs. 
Hogarty, of Brooklyn. Judge Hogarty’s 
father. a native of Cork, was taken to the 
United States in the year 1855. The judge 
and his mother are on their way to Rome for 
the celebrations of the Holy Year, and have 
taken the opportunity to visit Ireland, 

In the course of an interview, Judge 
Hogarty said that in America the feeling in 
regard to Ireland was that, as the result of 
recent political events, she now was on the 
road to prosperity. Cork, he said, was a 
trad Te Sy city—a clean city. What he had 
seen between Cork and Limerick convinced 
him that Ireland had scenery which no other 
country could equal.

The Governmen: fishery cruiser Muischi 
arrived in Lough Swilly on Sunday with a 
trawler which had been caught fishing in a 
prohibited area.

Mr. K. M. Alexander opened for the ‘yee 
deputation, and during his remarks the Lord 
Mayor had to request supporters to refrain 
from applauding. Were they, Mr. Alexander 
asked, to open their doors to what might lead 
to the introduction of the Continental Sabbath, 
in Belfast? If they got Sunday music in the 
parks and at Bellevue, and if other 
wished to have cricket or football, or other 
games, he did not see how they could logically 
refuse them. Ulster had a history and 
traditions of Sabbath-keeping of which they 
were proud and which they wished to main- i 
tain. 

Similar speeches were given by Mr. 8. D. 
Bell, J.P., and the Rev. E. B. Cullen (Presi- 
dent of the Methodist Church in Ireland), for 
the joint deputation, and by Brs. William 
Kelly, J. Matier, and W, J. Moore for the 
Independent Orangemen. The deputations | 
then withdrew. 

SUNDAY BROADCASTING. 

When the minutes of the Tramways Com- 
mittee came up for consideration, Alderman, 
Captain Crichton, Chairman of the Commit-. 
tee, referred to the vexed question, declaring, 
that every man had voted according to his 
conscience. In this respect he an like. to 
ask would the opponents of Sunday music 
enter their protest against, and stop, Sunday 
broadcasting’ He asserted that the views 
put forward against Sunday music were selfish 
views. Let them be sincere, and if those 
people were prepared to accept a plebiscite 
of the people he would then for ever hold his 
peace, no matter how it went. 

Councillor Miss M‘Comb seconded the 
adoption of the minutes. ; : 

Councillor D. Anderson moved the deletion 
of the proposal. There never was, in his 
opinion, less reason for invading the sanctity 
of the holy Sabbath. A large percentage of 
the tramwaymen were deeply religious men, 
and never refused to work the trams on Sun- 
day, because they believed that. it was a 
necessary service. If they added this extra 
service they might put a burden on their 
consciences that would lead to a strike. 

THE FOURTH COMMANDMENT. 

Councillor D, Wilson, in seconding, read 
the Fourth Commandment, and said that he 
objected on social as well as religious 
grounds. He objected to the extra work that 
the drawing of crowds would impose. He 
believed that men should work only five days 
a week, spend Saturday in recreation, and 
Sunday ás the Almighty intended it. In 
Dublin. the Sunday bands were very. rare at 
first; but they led to sports and the playing 
of “ran tan ” and other gamés which he did 
not understand. (Laughter.) 

Councillor Midgley aroused angry protests 
by a remark that the people who desecrated 
the Sabbath were those who sent out young 
men to murder people on the Sabbath on 
'the Contiment some ‘time ago. Was it 
réalised, he went on, that Sunday music was 
now’ almost world-wide, and that Belfast was 
becoming like a relic of a forgotten age? 

BLUFF AND HYPOCRISY. 

Alderman Duff said that he would like to 
ask i eI of Sunday music how often on 
their ho 
denied themselves the. privilege of hearing 
Sunday musia Let them get rid oí bluff 
and hypocrisy. Belfast was no more saintly 
tk.n any other city. There were more book- 
makers in Belfast than in any other city of 
the same population, and recently there was 
more brutality. ‘Was there a city more cor: 
rupt, at election times than the saintly Bel 
fast, which was full of men whdse hands 
were ever ready to steady the Ark of the 
Covenants ? 

Lord Londonderry looked on Sunday music 
as uplifting and ennobling. Music had a 
softening effect upon their natures. 

' Aldreman Nixon declared himself as one 
of those who had a conscientious objection 
to Sunday: music in the parks. But they 
should drop all this hypocrisy and attack 
the prevalence of Sunday golf. 

After further discussion the amendment 
was rut to the vote.

DROP IN TONNAGE 


At the bi-monthly meeting of the Belfast 
Harbour Trust, the Harbour Master (Captain 
I, Melntyre) reported that the total tonnage 
from July Ist to August Ist this year had 
been 1,780,505 tons, as compered with 
1,810,178 tons in the same period of 1924. 
‘There were decreases for the current period 
of 32,327 tons in coastwise and cross-Channel 
and 55,977 in foreign, while .non-trading had 
increased by 58,651 tons. Vessels lying up 
numbered fifteen of 36,735 tons gross. 

The general manager reported the resu!t 
of several conferences which had been held 
between the Boerd’s officials and representa- 
tives of the Transatlantic Shipping Com- 
panies with regard io the provision of im- 
proved accommodation for the embarking and 
landing of Transatlantic passengers, and the 
matter having been discussed, it was recom- 
mended that the large Customs office at pre- 
sent in the transit shed at the north end. of 
Donegall quay be removed; that a smaller 
office be erected in the shed for Customs pur- 
poses.

ENCOURAGEMENT OF THRIFT.

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STATUES. 

SHOULD SACKVILLE STREET 

BE GLEARED? 

COMMISSION PROPOSED 
; —————— 


F, as the latest of our iconoclasts fore- 
tells, a Fine Arts Commission in the 
Free State should decide to do away 

with all Dublin’s public monuments 
one. grand sweep, a drastic change would 
occur in the appearance of central Dublin. 

Is the suggestion outrageous? Let the 
citizen consider for himself: how many of 
the statues and memorials would he desire 
tó save on grounds of art alone? Again, 
while particular examples. might be pre- 
served,.can the present jumble of styles 
and sizes be championed with any zest? 

Look first at the range of monuments from 
O’Connell Bridge to the Rotunda. Smith 
O’Brien watches the bridge feom its southern 
end. Across the threshold of Sackville 
street the O'Connell Monument stands rotund 
and bulksome, the mobile grace of the figures 
in the circlet of the cylindrical pedestal over- 
weighted by the lumbering symbolic figures 
at the base and the mighty twelve-foot statue 
of the Liberator himself. Forty fee the 
monument measures from the ground, and in 
some other place its mass could be very 
impressive. In Sackville street it loses effect 
before the looming hundred and thirty feet 
of Nelson Pillar. 

CREATOR OF W  TERWORKS. 

Sir John Gray intervenes, a local celebrity 
between men of wider note. He was a 
national figure for a time, in that he con- 
trolled the Freeman's Journal during a 
period in which it had real influence; but it 
was his part in the Roundwood water supply 
scheme for Dublin that the statue was 
intended to commemorate. Note his features 
as Farrell carved them, and call them before 
you when next you drain your glass of 
Vartry. Dublin has learned to like water 
since Gray threw a wall across the stream up 
in the Co. Wicklow mountains, and ghis 
scheme has been enlarged far beyond the 
conception that was thought in the beginning 
to be more than ample, 

The Pillar was set up at what was con- 
ceived to be the inevitable axis-point, so to 
speak, of Dublin, Though the ¢rossing that 
it blocks is still an important one, Dublin's 
centre of gravity has shifted further south. 
The Pillar would have a less central air than 
it has to-day, but for the support given to it 
in that respect by the Tram Company, which 
is obliged to make it a terminus for 
certain of the lines, Were the Pillar away, 
the more natural tram centre nowadays 
would be College Green, which would then 
resemble the tram centre of similar name in 
Bristol. As, however, to finish the work, the 
statues in College Green would have to go, it 
is better to let’ speculation and town re- 
planning halt awhile. 


THE PILLAR’S HEIGHT. 

For the height of the Pillar the figure al- 
ready mentioned, 130 feet, may suffice. The 
gnide-books say 134 feet, but the figure has 
been contested. One Wilkius, who was a 
Cambridge Fellow, among other things, de- 
signed the Pillar; the figure of Nelson, 15 
feet in height, was'by Kirk, who, a native 
of Dublin, doubtless earned his reputation 
elsewhere before receiving the commission. 
One ascends the Pillar within, one is told, by 
168 steps ; and they tell you also the length of 
Nelson’s sword. The monument was erect 
in 1808 at a cost of £6,586. The view from 
the top, it is safe to say, has been seen by 
many more strangers than Dubliners; of the 
thousands who stand daily at the foot, how 
many ever think of going in by the little 

ate in the pediment? As to height, the 
Pillar is far outdone by the Wellington 
obelisk in Phoenix Park, with its 205 feet 
measurement. 

The statue of Father Mathew, by a sister of 
af the late Mr; John Redmond, is not much 
more than thirty years old. The Parnell 
monument is more recent ‘still. Its shaft of 
Galway granite, sixty, feet in height, makes 
a background for the figure of Parnell, 
by the American sculptor, St. Gaudens— 
not a pleasing figure, but the genius of St. 
Gaudens was no more able than the en- 
deavours of other artists of his time to sur- 
mount the difficulty of Victorian men’s wear. 
No wonder that the designer required a broad 
shaft of granite to close the figure from the 
Attic frieze of the Rotunda on the one hand 
and the Georgian frontages of Cavendish Row 
on the other! 


THE GEORGES. 

On that. signal of ‘‘Georgian’’ leap—and 
let the word bring an equestrian note—from 
monument-stuffed Sackville street to other 
scenes. A nameless and somewhat cynical 
writer on Dublin shall guide us. “All the 
stately buildings,” he said—it was ten years 
ago—‘‘ all the. stately buildings which still 
make Dublin a city distinguished for its 
architecture belong to the eighteenth century, 
the heyday of its prosperity. 

“No wonder that the memory of the 
Georges is kept green there, although none 
but the Fourth honoured the city by his 
presence. The first George, after some vicissi- 
tudes of site, prances equestrian, somewhat 
incongruously, beside the Mansion House, 
itself a fine Georgian residence, George. II. 
dominates St. Stephen's Green, which in his 
reign was a delightful rural square, grazed 
by sheep and surrounded by shady avenues 
of modish resort, before Lord Ardilaun, at 
great expense, converted it into a Victorian 
park for the divagationg of nursemaids and 
the repose of the unemployed.” 

George III. is in the House of Lords apart- 
ment at the Bank of Ireland, and another 
George is to be seen in the rotunda of the 
City Hall; but here we are concerned only 
with monuments in public streets and places. 
Were we to pry within doors, we should 
find in all an amazing number of statues. 
Trinity College has Dr. Baldwin within the 
Examination Hall as well as Lecky under 
the trees outside; the Colleges of Physicians 
and Surgeons preserve the likenesses in stone 
of former distinguished members; and the 
Round Room of the Mansion House, as well 
as the interior of the City Hall, has its 
monumental effigies. 

FOLEY’S WORK. 

Such statues as those of Thomas Davis in 
Mount Jerome, and Barry Sullivan, in the 
character of Hamlet, in Glasnevin Cemetery, 
would also be beyond the scope of any pub- 
lic Commission's edicts. So, too, would be 
those figures that look out on us from en- 
closed ground. a wide range, including most 
notably Foley’s Goldsmith and Burke, which, 
standing handsomely before the ‘‘ solemn 
fron’’’ of Trinity College, listen coldly by 
day a-d night to the impassioned address of 
Foley's Grattan opposite. 

Foley's work need occasion no sneers, 
though some of it could have more con- 
venient site. His, besides the three on C‘ol- 
lege Green, are the vigorous ot agen w siatne 
of Lord Gough in Phenix Park, and the less 
impressive but beautifully executed Albert 
Memoria! on Leinster Lawn. His, too, was 
the greater part in the O'Connell Monument, 
though he died before it was finished, and 
left something to be done by his pupil; Sir 
Thomas Brock. The work had been ten 
years in hands before Foley died in 1874, 
and the monument was not unveiled till 1882. 

Another sculptor whose hand is much over 
Dublin was Sir Thomas Farrell, for many 
years President of the Royal Hibernian 


O’Brien, Lord Ardilaun (who, seated, 
watches the College of Surgeons from Step- 
hen’s Green); Sir Alexander MacDonne!! (in 
the garden of Tyrone House, opposite Marl- 
borough street Pro-Cathedral), and many 
others. 
PRINCE OF ORANGE. 
Should criticism of our public monuments 
ever take effect; assuredly the first to fall 
would, be, squat. William on. his. bulgy horse. 
College Green is not likely to see again such 
faction fights over him arid his~ laborious 
steed as raged of yore. No, more will the 
spilling of paint pots make garish his heavy 
form. In his condemnation, poor Tom 
Moore, too prominent even in the compara- 
tive retirement of College street, would have 
to share. The little man was never a figure 
for a statue, but he can hardly have been so 
ntterly contemptible in appearance as this de- 
eaying image, which excited scorn from the 
erected.
